OF THE 


SCHOOL BOARD OF SULLIVAN, N, H. 


MARCH 1, 1888. 


In presenting their Annual Report for the year ending 
March 1, 1888, the School Board of Sullivan would con- 
gratulate the people of the town upon the general condi- 
tion of the schools and the progress which has been made 
by the pupils in the different branches in which instruc- 
tion has been given. ‘The teachers, with a single excep- 
tion, brought to their work experience gained by success- 
ful teaching in other schools, and all without exception 
manifested in the discharge of their duties a conscientious 
faithfulness worthy of the highest praise. In each of the 
four places in which schools have been held there have 
been twenty weeks school during the year divided into 
two terms. ‘This is less than had been usual in some of 
the schools under the district system, and is certainly in 
our judgment as little as any should be ‘satisfied with. 
Whether some increase might not be advisable is at least 
worthy of consideration. We are decidedly of opinion, 
however, that twenty weeks with thoroughly competent 
teachers is far better than a longer time with such teachers 
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as could ordinarily be secured at a lower rate of salary, 
so that any desired increase in the length of time of hold- 
ing the schools should be reached by increased appropri- 
ations. In three of the schools the teachers have been 
the same during the school year, and in the other (Dis- 
trict No. 2) the changes which took place arose from 
causes beyond the control of the Committee. 

The school in District No. 1 was taught by Miss 
Lizzie A. Brown, a teacher of considerable experience 
and rare capacity in organizing, instructing and govern- 
ingaschool. <A teacher could hardly desire better material 
than this school affords to work upon, and the result of 
her labors was a school which might almost be set up 
as a model of excellence. Besides the common English 
branches this school had one pupil in each of the branches 
of algebra, physiology and geography. 

District No. 2. The Spring term of this school was 
taught by Miss Mary EK. Wright with such success that 
we would gladly have secured her services for the entire 
year but were compelled to yield, however, reluctantly to 
claims which we could not hope successfully to compete. 
For the Fall term Miss Lizzie Hunt was engaged, who 
brought to her work a high reputation both as a school 
teacher and a teacher of elocution. She entered upon 
her duties with much energy and enthusiasm, and had 
shown herself equal to satisfying the high expectations 
which had been entertained concerning her when the seri- 
ous and protracted sickness of a friend led her to resign 
her position. ‘The remainder of the term was taught by 
Miss Ida M. Wilder with as good success as could have 
been hoped for under the circumstances. This school had 
beside the common English branches four students of 
physiology, one of booking-keeping and five of algebra. 
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The school in District No. 3 was taught by Miss Alice 
Tarbox. It was her first attempt at teaching, and as such 
fairly successful. A marked improvement in the appear- 
ance of the school was noted at each successive visit. 
The school was small, and has been still further reduced 
by removals from the neighborhood. 

No. 4 was fortunate in securing the services of an 
experienced teacher, Miss Nellie Burpee, who while fully 
competent to instruct advanced pupils, seemed by her 
natural fondness for the little ones and her familiarity with 
kindergarten methods, peculiarly well adapted to the 
class of pupils of which this small school is mostly 
composed. It was hard to see wherein her methods of 
teaching could be improved upon. 

We cannot doubt that the interest in the schools shown 
by the large number of visits of parents and other friends 
recorded in the registers is an important element in pro- 
moting the welfare of the schools. We think that few 
towns do better in this respect than Sullivan. Some re- 
pairs are needed upon the school house in District No. 3, 
which we hope may be made during the coming year. 
This with the completion of the newly finished improve- 
ments in District No. 4 will make our school houses all 
that could reasonably be desired. We trust that the 
policy of the town in regard to its schools may ever be 
marked by a liberality proportionate to the magnitude of 
the interests involved.
